Upon this, People of all Sorts in abundance flocked to the Houſe, (taking the 

Azdrew Mills along with them) where oy found all the three Perſons mor

= ially their Heads and Necks. Two Axes was found on t Floor 

T SIT and Handles. This Mz, was ſuſpected by all to be the Mur- 
derer, and being ſearched, found in his Pocket, his Knife all Bloudy, A denied the Fact. 

The Coroner gr ſent for, and calling a Jury, Impanell'd em they Examined 
the Rage, who denies all. Whereupon the Coroner adviſing the Jury to withdraw, 
Examins the Fels alone, telling him (if he were guilty) and did confeſs the Fakt, 
he would befriend him in faving his Life. Upon this, the Villais confeſt he did it. 
Saying, whilſt the two Eldeſt were aſleep (bur not inBed) he Kill'd them both. And 
afterwards, took the Little one out of its Bed and Murthered that alſo. He ſaid, after 
he had fo done, he left them all in one Room. In his confeſſion he further ſaith, he in- 
tended but Four dayes before to have Murdred the whole Family, but wanted opportunity. 

What might be the Cauſe for theſe Horible Murrders, is not yet known, he ""_ 
there but a ſhort time, and no differences in the Family. 

Who ever doubts the Truth of this, may be further fativfied by Mr. Samuel Newton at 
his Houſe in Gray Fryers, whom this Relation was ſent to, and does know the Parents 
of the Murdred - Children, and did know the Children likewiſe. 
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
